The Colored Institute. 

The tri-county {institute held in 
Marion last week was n very suc- 
cessful one, though the instructor, 
Prof. C. C. Monroe, of Owensboro 
did not arrive until noon of the 
second day. 

The teachers of the three coun- 
ties were all present except two 
from Lyon county! 

There were If. teachers from 
Caldwell county, S from Lyon and 
9 from Crittenden. 

The trend of thought, as gener- 
ally manifested in the discussions, 
showed that the teachers are ma- 
king considerable progress in the 
science and art of teaching, and 
that most of them appreciate the 
vast importance of their work. 

The ends sought and the uieth 
ods used in teaching each of the 
common school branches were ful- 
ly discussed by the teachers and 
by the instructor. 

The instructor frequently em- 
phasized the importance Jof teach- 
ing those things whioh are of prac- 
tical value to the pupils. In read- 
ing he would teach them to lead 
the face of the dock, the calender, 
a railroad time table, market re- 
ports, the thermometer, etc. In 
composition he would teach them 
to write notes, orders, deeds, mort- 

! rages, etc. In civil government 
le would teach them how and why 
primary elections, aud county, dis- 
trict, state aud national conven- 
tions are held. He would teach 
the history of the political parties 
and the fundamental principles of 
government which gave rise t> 
those parties. 

The instructor also placed very 
much stres3 on both physical and 
moral training, and he warned the 
teachers against the mistake of 
making book learning more impor- 
tant than the physical and moral 
development of the child. The 
teacher is a character builder, and 
his constant aim should be to 
make good and useful citizens of 
his pupils. The state pays him to 
do this and looks for good oitizen- 
ship as the product of his labors. 

Prof. Monroe endorses Booker 
T. Washington's theory of educa- 
tion, and regards him as the great- 
est living negro in America. 
"What the negro needs as a race is 
such industrial as well as intellec- 
tual training as will fit him for 
skilled labor. |We have too many 
teachers and preachers and too 
few farmers, mechanics, etc. If 
there is such a thing as a negro 
problem in this country the negro 
must solve it himself 'through ed- 
ucation, physical, intellectual and 
moral."

The German foreign office, on the 
18th, sent a circular note to all the 
powers announcing that the German 
government considered as an indis- 
pensable preliminary to the beginning 
of peace negotiations that China de- 
liver up those who were responsible 
(for the outrages.

At a meeting in Lebanon, Fa., on 
the 19th, of about three-quarters of 
the 1.200 men employed by the Amer- 
ican Iron and Steel Co., who struck, 
on August 1, against a reduction of 
mages from four to three dollars a 
ton for puddling, it was agreed to go 
back to work at the rate offered— 
three dollars a ton. 



Mrs. Addie Uagley and Josephine 
Daniels, mother and sister of Ensign 
Worth Bagley, the hero of Cardenas 
and the first American officer to be 
killed in the Spanish-American war, 
left Raleigh. N. C, on the 21st, for 
Bath, Me., to attend the launching of 
the torpedo boat Eagley, named in 
honor of the dead ensign. 



Col. William S. Patten, of the qsfcr- 

termaster's department, on duty at 
the war department, hascompleted ar- 
rangements for the free transporta- 
tion to the I'nited States of the re- 
mains of soldiers and sailors and civ- 
ilians who lost their lives and were 
buried in the island possessions of the 
United States and in China. 



It seems to be generally believed 
throughout Kurope thattiermnny pur- 
posely proposed her demand that the 
Anti-foreign leaders should be sur- 
rendered before peace negotiations 
■were commenced with a view of delay- 
ing any general acceptance of her pro- 
posal until Field Marshal Count Von 
JWalilcrsee should arrive at Pekin. 



At the session of the Sovereign 
Onnd Lodge, L O. O. F., held at Rich- 
pond, Va„ on the 20th, all the pro- 
jposed amendments to the constitu- 
tion were rejected. One of the most 
Important of them was a proposition 
to admit into membership of the or- 
der Indians with one-eighth white 
hlood in their reins, and ulso to re- 
duce the age limit from 21 to 18 years. 



The New York syndicate having 
•barge of financing the German gov- 
ernment loan made an allotment on 
the 20th. Small subscribers will re- 
ceive the full amount of their sub- 
scriptions, but those for a large 
amount will receive only n small pro- 
portion of what they asked for. Th* 
•tatement was made that very nearly 
the whole amount would go to sub- 
acribcrs in the I'nited States. 



Surgeon-General Wymnn of the Ma- 
rine hospital service, has received a 
letter from Surgeon A. H. Thomas, in 
charge of the plague inspection work 
at Glasgow, Scotlund, aaying that up 
to September 7 there had been 13 
cases diagnosised as plague and two 
more under suspicion. Another focus 
of infection had developed at Govan, 
Just outside the city limits of Glas- 
gow. Otherwise the outlook was fa- 
vorable. 



The London Times, editorially com- 
mending the invitation to the public 
to subscribe for the relief of the Gal- 
veston suffererB, suys: "The present

Itelle Mingle Archer, the actress, 
died at the Emergency hospital in 
Warren, Pa., on the 19th. 

At f'artwright, Ky., on the night of 
the 20th, the 12-year-old daughter of 
Nisby Jones was shot through the 
heart and instantly killed by unknown 
persons while sitting in the door at 
her home. There ia no clue. 

Judge J. M. Honner, a capitalist 
and banker of New Orleans, died of 
heart disease at the California club, 
in Los Angeles, Cal., on the 20th, while 
conversing with friend*. 

The Galveston fund being raised in 
Paris had, on the 20th, reached 100,000 
francs. 

Two additional eases of bubonic 
plague have been reported in Glas- 
gow. 

An explosion occurred in the Frisch 
Gluck mine, at Dux, Hohemin, on the 
1'Jth. Thirty-five persons were killed 
and 15 injured. Five others are miss- 
ing. 

The Netherlands budget for 1901 
shows a deficit of 5.250,000 florins. 

At Sliennndoah, Pa., on the 21st a 
posse gathered by Sheriff Toole, of 
Schuylkill county, to meet the emer- 
gency fired on a crowd of miners that 
was assaulting workmen on their way 
home under escort. A man and a lit- 
tle girl were instantly killed, and 
seven others fell, more or less seri- 
ously wounded. 

Three regiments of infantry, a bat- 
tery of artillery and a troop of cav- 
alry were ordered out, at midnight of 
the 21st, by (iov. Stone of Pennsyl- 
vania, to assist Sheriff Toole in main- 
taining order in the Schuylkill county 
anthracite coal fields. 

Swelled by one of the heaviest rain- 
falls Texas has ever experienced. 
Trinity river rose 20 feet, on the 21st, 
drove 4fM> or 500 people from its bot- 
toms, washed away bridges, resi- 
dences and household goods, and 
caused other heavy damage in Fort 
Worth. The rainfall during ten hours 
was 7.22 inches. 

The French warship Avalanche 
which has been investigating the kill 
ing of Christians in the Samnoi dis 
triet of Chinn, near Canton, reports 
that the crews of eight pirate junks, 
by the connivance of influential per 
sons ashore, have sought to destroy 
all the Christian Tillages on the Can 
ton delta. 

(ien. James H. Wilson, Gen. Chaf- 
fee's chief of staff, took Pei-Ta-Chu 
on the 17th. No details of the affair 
have been learned, but the British of 
flcials at Pekin have received a dis 
pttejl announcing that "the temples 
were taken according to arrange- 
ment." 

In the attack by 5.000 Germans and 
Russians on the Pei Tang forts, on 
the 10th. 300 of the attacking force 
were killed or wounded, for the most 
part by the explosion of mines in the 
ground over which they advanced. 

President Mitchell of the United 
Mine Workers issued a statement, on 
the 21st. in which he lays the blame 
for the conditions causing the strike 
on the coal carrying railroads. He 
says that they produce approximately 
72 per cent, of the coal, and place a 
carrying charge against it three times 
as great as is charged for the same 
weight of bituminous coal, in order 
to show small profit on their mining 
operations. 

Wilbcrt .V. Hershberger, employed 
by the Wabash Railroad Co. as' an 
hostler, at Decatur, III., has sued for 
$400 for overtime. He says the com- 
pany required him to work 12 and 13 
hours a day, and paid him for only 
ten hours, unci he wants pay for the 
overtime of several years past. 

Miss Larissn Shailer celebrated her 
one hundredth birthday anniversary 
in Tylervillc, Conn., on the 21st. She 
is yet healthy and strong ami looks 
to be not over 70. She is a descendant 
of James Wells, one of the original 28 
proprietors of the town of Haddam. 

The census bureau announces that 
the population of Dubuque, la., is 36,- 
297, as against 30,311 in 1890. This is 
an inerense of 5,196, or 19.75 per cent. 

The veteran steamboat owner and 
captuin, John K. Booth, died, on the 
21st, from the effects of u fall in the 
cellar at his home in Wheeling, W. Va. 

The body of Frank Heynes, who 
died nt Wauwatosa, Wis., arrived at 
Decatur, HI., on the 21st. He was oun 
of the oldest thenter managers in the 
west and was known by theatrical 
people ull over the country. 

The National Municipal League con- 
vention nt Milwaukee closed, on the 
21st, with a banquet at night at the 
Hotel PHster.

This is done from a desire to 
carry out the traditional practice of 
the department, which allows 48 
hours to alapse after the delivery of 
a note, before making it public in our 
own country, even though publication 
may have been made abroad before 
that time.

There is no reason to change the 
estimate of the note already formed, 
to the effect that it amounts to a 
declination of the German proposi- 
tion and provides for the reduction of 
the United States military contingent 
In China to a strong legation guard. 
Just sufficient to insure the safety of 
the legation In the event of a recur- 
rence of rioting in Pekin, or the safe 
withdrawal of the minister to Tien 
Tsin or some other oonvenleat port. 
It la not intended that the military 
force shall be employed in further of- 
fensive operations. 

Order Not Yet Issued. 
The order for the reduction of the 
military force under Gen. Chaffee has 
not yet been issued, but it is admit- 
ted at the war department that it 
may go forward at any moment. Sec- 
retary Hoot already has stated that 
preliminary orders were sent to Gen. 
Chaffee, fully two weeks ago, direct- 
ing him just how to act in case he 
should receive orders to withdraw 
completely or partially from China, 
and it is expected that he has per- 
fected his arrangements and selected 
the organizations which are to re- 
main. 

Disposition of the Murines. 

The considerable force of marines, 
numbering about 1.000 in all, which 
have been operating under Gen. 
Chaffee's command, are to be taken 
from Tuku to Cavite. Some of the 
number will be left aboard those ves- 
sels of Admiral Kemey's command, 
which sent part of their marine con- 
tingents to help out the first military 
expedition against Pekin, and have- 
not, so far, recovered them.

Shenandoah, Pa., Sept. 24.— John 
Chomitski, the Tolander who was shot 
and killed during the riot, last Fri- 
day, was buried here. Fully 5,000 mine 
workers attended the funeral. The 
procession Was headed by the Lithu- 
anian band, of this city. As the strik- 
ers proceeded toward the late home 
of the dead man, they passed a bat- 
talion of the Fourth regiment return- 
ing from patrol duty around the 
mines. Again as the funeral cortege 
was on its way to St. Lttd wig's Polish 
Catholic church, a battalion of the 
Eighth regiment passed. When the 
mine workers reached the Chomitski 
home they stood in line, and as the 
hearse, the only vehicle in the proces- 
sion, moved to the front, every hat 
was raised. Each man wore a small 
piece of crepe pinned to the lapel ot 
his coat. The body was interred in 
the Polish cemetery. 



RRYAN'S VISIT TO CHICAGO.

Chicago, Sept. 24.— Col. Wm. Jen- 
nings Iiryan nrrived in Chicago and 
was driven at once to the democratic 
headquarters, where he went into 
conference with various members of 
the national democratic committee.

AN OBNOXIOUS^ORDER, 



Gold Miners Object to Precaatloaa 
by Mine Owners to Pro- 
tect Their Property. 

Victor, Col., Sept. 24.— As the result 
of an obnoxious order, designed by 
the mangemeut to stop the theft of 
valuable ore, the Stratton Indepen- 
dence gold mine has been closed 
down. The miners announce that they 
will not go back while the order re- 
mains in force, and the superinten- 
dent says the order will not be re- 
voked under any circumstances. 

Six other large companies have is- 
sue a similar order and signed an 
agreement with the Independence 
company to enforce it. The order 
provides that all workmen must 
change their clothes, both in going on 
and off shift, and pass naked before 
watchmen from one dressing room to 
another. 

The superintendent of Stratton's 
says that the company has lost $5,000 
to $15,000 per moth through the pecu- 
lations of workmen. 



ADVANCED MASONRY. 

Two Great Masonic Bodies Assem- 
bled at Cincinnati la Tri- 
ennial Session. 

Cincinnati, Sept. 24.— Two great 
Masonic bodies began their triennial 
sessions here to-day that continue 
during the week— the general grand 
chapter and the general grand coun- 
cil, the highest degrees of the York 
rite below that of Knight Templar. 
These meetings are preliminary to 
the grand encampment of Knights 
Templar, at Louisville, next year. All 
the officers of the grand council were 
present.

How the United States' Responses 
Are Viewed In the German 
and British Capitals. 



GERMANY SEES VEILED DIPLOMACY. 



More Matter-of-Faet Britain, or that 
Portion Represented by the After- 
aooa Press, Predicts a Mischievous 
Effect at Pekln, that Is Much to 
be Deplored. 

Washington, Sept. 24.— As forecast- 
ed the replies of the United States 
to the notes of Germany, Bussia and 
Prince Ching, forwarded Friday, were 
made public by the state department, 
Sunday, with a verbatim translation 
of the inquiries. 

Germany's suggestion that the pow- 
ers should demand the dellveranceand 
carry out the punishment of notori- 
ous Chinese leaders of the attacks on 
the legations, before peace negotia- 
tions are entered into, is not received 
with favor. The United States gov- 
ernment will insist upon the punish- 
ment of these leaders, but desires 
that the Chinese government mete it 
out. In urges the immediate restora- 
tion of the imperial government. 

The Kussian memorandum asking 
whether our legation is to be with- 
drawn to Tien-Tsin with our troops 
and suggesting such a course to the 
powers is answered by the statement 
that the UnitedStatesgovernment will 
not remove its legation from Pekin. 
Prince Ching is recognized as a peace 
envoy. 

Mae* Ching's request that Minister 
Conger be empowered to immediately 
begin peace negotiations is complied 
with. 

It is announced by the state depart- 
ment that with the exception of a 
strong legation guard the American 
troops will be rapidly withdrawn 
from Chinese soil. 

The navy department has ordered 
six vessels to the Asiatic station. 
Work on the ships in the docks will 
be rushed, and several ordered to the 
Pacific station. This action is taken 
because of the large European squad- 
ron forming off China. The probabil- 
ity of a world war is being discussed 
in Washington, and the navy is being 
put into condition to protect Ameri- 
can interests. 

AS INSPIRED TELEGRAM. 

How the Answer to Germnny Is Re- 
garded In Berlin. 

Cologne. Sept. 24.— The Koliusche 
Zeitung publishes an inspired tele- 
gram from Berlin in which the Wash- 
ington government's reply to the 
German note is characterized as a 
manifest effort to assist the Chinese 
government to accept the proposals 
with regard to the punishment of the 
leaders In the Chinese trouble. The 
telegram points out that, though the 
American reply shows an indulgent 
disposition, it must not be deduced 
thererrom that the Washington gov- 
ernment thinks the United States 
trade and missionary interests re- 
quire less careful protection than 
those of the other powers, but that 
the United States government is com- 
pelled to be indulgent owing to the 
unfavorable effect upon the situation 
in the Philippines caused by the 
transfer of troops from those islands 
to China. 

As a matter of fact, the telegram 
adds, a vigorous and exemplary pun- 
ishment of the guilty counsellors of 
the Chinese court will be in accord- 
ance with the interests of both Amer- 
can trade and missionaries. 

For a settlement between the pow- 
ers and China it makes no difference, 
however, asserts the telegram, 
whether America co-operates any 
further or not. Forces sufficient for 
all emergencies will remain available 
to secure the expiation demanded by 
the civilized world. % 

London LOOKS DIFFERENTLY. 

Afternoon Press Attributes the Re- 
sponse to "Political Exigencies." 

London, Sept. 24. — The afternoon 
newspapers which comment on the 
American reply to the German note 
attribute it to "Political exigencies." 

The Pall Mall Gazette says: 

"It is a shock to find the govern- 
ment at Washington taking up the 
position that the question of the pun- 
ishment of the Chinese responsible 
for the outrage, torture and murder 
of American citizens should be left to 
the initiative of the murderers them- 
selves, for it is impossible to doubt 
that the responsible authors are the 
imperial authorities." 

The Globe says: 

"The refusal must have a mis- 
chievous effect at Pekln. Much, how- 
ever, aa President McKinley's atti- 
tude is to be deplored, it can have no 
effect on the British government, 
which, of course, will continue to in- 
sist that the punishment of the 
proved murders shall be an indispen- 
sable condition precedent to the nego- 
tiations."

HOMER, MICH., FIRE SWEPT,

Homer, Mich., Sept. 24.— The busi- 
ness portion of this village has been 
practically destroyed by fire. The ho- 
tel, two drug stores, a saloon, furni- 
ture, hardware and jewelry stores, a 
photograph gallery, the post office 
and eight residences were burned. 
Loss about 50,000, with light insur- 
ance.

Thrilling Experiences of a Party of 
American Missionaries Es- 
caping From China. 



CHASED ACROSS THE GOBI 



DESERT. 
I 



Beginning June lO, at Kalgaa, 
Province ot Chlh LI, Across Si- 
beria to Irkutsk. Thence to St. 
Petersburg and London. 

London, Sept. 24.— The American 
missionaries, J. II. Roberts, Mark Wil- 
liams, Wm. Sprague, Mrs. Sprague 
and Miss Virginia Murdock, who es- 
caped from Kalgan, Province of Chlh 
Li, China, in June, were chased across 
the Gobi desert. Thence they trav- 
eled by way of Siberia and have just 
reached London in good health. They 
will proceed immediately to the Unit- 
ed States. 

An Interesting Story. 

Mr. Williams, who has worked in 
China for 34 years, gave a press rep- 
resentative an interesting story of his 
experiences. It appears that the first 
assault on the mission compound at 
Kalgan was made during the night of 
June 10, when a yelling mob at- 
tempted to batter down the gate 
with stones. Seeing the uselessness 
of remaining, the missionaries in the 
course of the night, evacuated the 
compound and proceeded to the 
magistrate's yamen. 

Ordered to Leave. 

The following afternoon they were 
ordered to leave, the magistrate de- 
claring that he feared not only for 
the missionaries' safety, but also for 
his own yamen if he continued to pro- 
tect them. After allowing the Ameri- 
cans to draw their money from the 
native bank, the magistrate furnished 
them with 50 soldiers as an escort 
through the great gate In the wall 
into Mongolia. 

A Terrible Journey Ahead. 

"We had no idea then of the terri- 
ble journey which tiwaited us," con- 
tinued Mr. Williams. "We had no no- 
tion of having to escape across Si- 
beria, and only purposed to remain 
in- some place of safety and return 
after the crisis. Whenever we at- 
tempted to stop, however, the officials 
ordered us to leave forthwith, de- 
claring the Hoxers were on our heels. 
Across the Gobi Desert. 

Finally, reaching a Mongol encamp- 
ment at Harausa, we saw that flight 
across the great Gobi desert was in- 
evitable. Having secured a caravan 
we started June 23. Just before start- 
ing seven Swedist missionaries, with 
their families, who had just escaped 
with their lives, joined us. One lady 
had horrible experiences. She hud 
been almost clubbed to dea»h, while 
some of the males were frighful spec- 
tacles, being covered with blood. 
The Caravan Organised. 
"Our caravan consisted of 20 cam- 
els, 19 horses and six camel carts for 
the ladies and children. For eight 
days we traveled over nothing but 
sand. The air was like that of an 
oven and the suffering was intense. 
The animals had no grass and no wa- 
ter, and marching in the daytime was 
impossible. At the few isolated wells 
Mongols were encamped in the vi- 
cinity, and they refused to allow us 
to draw water, fearing we would 
poison the wells. 

Days of Terrible Aazlety. 
"After 3R days of terrible anxiety 
we reached Urga, on the other side of 
the desert. We presented a sorry 
spectacle. The Russian consul general 
was most kind. He gave up to us 14 
rooms in the consulate. But, to our 
dismay the consul told us we must 
leave forthwith, as there were 2,000 
Mongol soldiers in the neighborhood, 
who might be hostile. He also 
warned us that tens of thousands of 
Mongols were gathering for a relig- 
ious festival, and that if we valued 
our safety we would better clear out 
without delay. 

Safety at Last. 
"A fortnight later, August 13, we 
reached Kiakhta, and remained there 
till August 27. 

"In the meanwhile Mr. Tower (Mr. 
Charlemagne Tower, United States 
ambassador to Russia) obtained per- 
mission from the authorities st St. 
Petersburg for our journey over the 
Siberian railway. Arriving at Irkutsk, 
September 2, we took a train and 
reached St. Petersburg September 18. 
Lord Roberts adds: 
"Paget has captured Erusmus' 
camp, 3,000 cattle 8,000 sheep and 23 
prisoners. 

"Methuen has made another big 
haul of stock." 

Lord Roberts also reports that the 
few Boer troops remaining in the 
eastern Transvaal are completely 
"Out of hand" and says they are 
mostly burghers, the foreign merce- 
naries having gone to Lorenzo Mar- 
quei, owing to the Portuguese gov- 
ernment promising to maintain them 
while there and give them passage to 
their respective countries. 

The Law Is Absolate. 

New York, Sept. M. — President 
Murphy of the board of health said 
last night that there would be no re- 
laxation of the rules against using 
soft coal in this city on account the 
strike in the anthracite mining re- 
gion. The law in the case is abso- 
lute.

Cripple Creek 
has about .'O/KtO i>opulation. ami the 
miners rarely iJifftiify it with the title 
of "city." 

Life in a mining "onnip" is both pic 
turesque ami real. Here human na- 
ture is seen in iivoM'n pluisc all sorts 
and conditions of people migrate to a 
camp to bettor their 111 fortune*, Here 
may be seen humanity in its lowest

•tajres. unJ types of the shrewdest of 
mankind— the speculator and the cap- 
itals who is seeking the advantage o< 
those possessed with less business abil- 
ity, and who conducts his shady trans- 
actions so that he can just c so ape the 
states prison. This business highway- 
man knows enough of the technicali- 
ties of the law to evade ita grasp. 
There is also the legitimate business 
man, who invests his capital, as else- 
where, and conducts his affairs proper- 
ly, and is an honor to the "camp." He. 
however, like most others of a mining 
camp, ia here only temporarily, and 
takes little interest in affairs other 
than his ow B, There are few who have 
come to stay all are fort une hunters. 
Many leave before the camp "plays 
out," and many others play out be- 
fore the camp does. 

The life of a mining camp, of course, 
depends upon the mineral to be found 
within its limits. When the gold and 
ailver mines begin to "peter out" the 
exodus begins, und those who remain 
the longest lose what they have accu- 
mulated, as is seen in the history of 
other mining camps, where substan- 
tial brick buildings are tenantless — 
monuments of a former prosperity. 
Ho one with business sagacity expects 
a milling camp to last very long, un- 
less it has surrounding natural ad- 
vantages; and it is a peculiarity of na- 
ture that these are seldom found whert 
rich minerals exist. Nature is charry 
witL its favors, and rarely bestows a 
variety in any one locality. 

Cripple Creek, the richest mining 
camp in the United States, may, how- 
ever, prove an exception, and last 
longer than any other camp in the 
history of mining. Should the mines 
become exhausted within the present 
decade the camp can be turned into a 
summer resort. The elevation is 10,- 
000 feet, the air pure and bracing, and 
the mountain scenery is magnificent. 
Yet, the climate Is somewhat soporific, 
casting a lazy, sleepy spell over a per- 
son, which one doea not seem to over- 
come, no matter how long he may 
tarry here. 

Next to the mining industry the 
atrongest hold of the "camp" is the 
gambling saloons. White the miners

could exist without the gamblers, the 
gambling housVa could not exist with- 
out the miners. There are about 10,- 
OOO miners in the Cripple Creek dis- 
tri( t. Of this number about 5,000 are 
"tributary" to the city of Cripple 
Creek. Kneh miner receive i from two 
dollars and fifty centa to four dollars 
a day— eight houra constituting a 
day's work. The mines are worked by 
relays, or reliefs, of eight hours each, 
and the gambling houses are run on 
the same plan— they never close their 
doors, nor stop their games. And the 
mines never close down, except for re- 
pairs, Bnd the fnraaoe fires of the 
mills are ever burning. 

The miners average $90 a month 
each, nml more than half of them lose 
the greater part of their earnings at 
the gambling tables. Many of them 
lose all, and then buy provisions for 
their families at credit prices. Others 
fail to pay their bills, and this ham- 
pers trade. The gambling houses are 
not yily u detriment to the minera, 



but also to the merchants, because the 
gambling mania makes collections 
slow and uncertain. Some of the min- 
ers gamble away their checks as soon 

as received. 

In some of the gnmbling houses is 
displayed the sign: "Cheeks cashed 
here." The cheeks for wagea arc 
cashed with faro checks, and the 
miner loses them before leaving the 
tnble. Before entering the gambling 
den the miner cashes his check at a 
counter where sits n hawklike fellow, 
something like a pawnbroker. Ha 
knows that the greater part of it will 
never return— that fhe miner will 
perhaps leave empty-handed. These 
gambling hells are located on the first 
floors, within easy reach of the pass- 
ing miner, who sees the game in full 
blnst as he enters a saloon to take his 
"constitutional," which he thinks is 
necessary before returning from hit 
work to his needy family. He sees 
the "cappers' of the games winning 
stacks of cheeks nnd he thinks that 
he will risk a few dollars nnd so 
double his hard-earaed wages. He 
little knows that he is playing against 
n "hrnce" game— with nil chances to 
lose nnd not one to win. The cards 
are shaved so that they onn be 
stripped into sections. It may be no- 
ticed thai the dealer always takes the 
last "shuffle." and it is this "shuffle" 
thnt places the cards Into the brace 
position, no matter how long the 
"outsider" may have shuffled them. 
The roulette wheel has a hidden 
spring whirh the dealer touches and 
makes either the black or the red tn 
win. He swiftly calculates tihe 
amount of money placed on the sides 
and numbers, and touches the spring 
so as lo throw the balance of trade 
in fnvor of the game. 

There are 42 gambling tables in the 
city, most of them located in saloons, 
so as to bring custom into the bnr- 
oooms. and the reverse. Some of the 
saloons have three or four tables — a 
variety of faro, roulette and keno. In 
some of the low resorts, run for ne- 
groes, are "crap" games, for the ne- 
tjro is more at home at that game than 
any other. The free sone known as 
•Poverty Gulch" Is set apart for the 
negro element, and it hns not its coun- 
terpart for wickedness in the United 
States— the sdums of New York and the 
Chicago "levee" not excepted. The 
stranger who ventures into "Poverty 
Gulch" after nightfall ia either very ig- 
norant of this "daiktowu" section, or 
very Imprudent. The gambling tables 
are assessed ten dollars each per 
month. There is an "unofficial" offi- 
cial who makes the rounds on the first

of each month with a memorandum 
book, and says to each proprietor: 
"You are fined ten dollars for running 
this table last month." The fine ia 
paid, and the gambler permitted to 
violate the law for another month, or 
so long as he pays the "fine." The pro- 
prietor is not arrested and taken into 
court; there is no record made of the 
"fine," and th-jre are no court proceed- 
ings whatever. It is a mere permit to 
violate a law. Of course, if the gam- 
bler does not pay he is arrested, and 
then the matter becomes of official rec- 
ord. It is about the boldest officiol 
recognition of crime and condoning of 
a felony known in any city. It is a de- 
fiance of law— a violation of the oath 
of office of the officials who sanction 
it. They cluim that the "people" want 
gambling houses, and that it "helps 
the town." The business men who 
suffer thereby say differently. It ia 
held that a mining "camp" must be 
"wide open," and that gambling can- 
not be suppressed. The saloons never 
close — their doors being a mere mat- 
ter of form. The Pun. ay cloying law 
never was observed in this "camp." 

Everyone does about as he pleases, 
after the manner of the Israelites 
during the period when ancient Is- 
rael hud no king. However, there ara 
not as many muTders here, propor- 
tionately, as in most other cities. 
The reason perhaps, is that as every- 
one goes armed and is ready for any 
emergency, there is not much of a de- 
sire among them to try conclusiona. 

Crimes In this camp run mainly to 
robberies — both of the highwayman 
and the eastern type. Scarcely a 
night passes but some desperate men 
enter a store, saloon, or stop a pedes- 
trian with "Hands up!" Sometimes 
they "hold up" a gambling table- 
about the only way to beat it. These 
highwaymen are seldom masked. Aa 
they do not intend to remain in camp 
after their "coup," they do not think 
it necessary. They are seldom pur- 
sued—it is very dangerous to hunt 
robbers In thaaa mountains. The 
plain robberlea are mainly confided 
to the disreputable dance-houses and 
winerooms, where visiting strangers' 
are drugged and robbed with a facil- 
ity unsurpassed by the eastern pick- 
pocket. Sometimes the victims are 
sandbagged and thrown into the 
streets. In caaes where complaints 
are made, some of the property is re- 
stored—generally about 50 per oent. 
The "mutual friends" must have 
something for their trouble, they ara 
not here on a pleasure excursion. 
The dancehousea run all night, and 
that district ia an inferno in minia- 
ture, j M 84 ANLAND.

of the London Poatroaater 
General. 

The annual report of the postmas- 
ter jfeneroi, although not due till par- 
liament reassemble*, has been made 
pfebllO by Lord Londonderry. He re- 
tails the colossal blunders of the pub- 
lic with great gusto. It is really as- 
tonishing that 288,667 packets should 
be posted unaddresaed and still more 
thnt 2,767 contained cash, notes postal 
orders and other paper money. There 
ia another record of carelessness 
against the public in the fact thnt the 
articles found loose In the post have 
Increased by nearly 80 per cent, in the 
last four years. The craze for cheap- 
ness affects even postal covers, to our 
loas, it would seem.
